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1 . IN SUM, THE EFEECT IN THE BAHAMAS WILL BE MARGINAL 
TO NON-EXISTENT. 

2. WITH THE EXCEPTION OF CUBA, THE BAHAMAS ARE ONLY 
MARGINALLY INTERESTED IN THE EVENTS IN THE CARIBBEAN, 

EVEN LESS SO WITH REGARD TO THE REMAINDER OE LATIN AMERICA, 
AND PERCEIVE CURRENT ISSUES IN U.S.-LATIN AMERICAN RELATIONS 
AS PROBLEMS EOR US, NOT FOR THEM. INSOEAR AS SOME OE THE 
SORTS OE ISSUES WHICH REETEL IDENTIEIES (E.G. A BREAKDOWN 

IN PANAMA CANAL TREATY NEGOTIATIONS) CONVEY A GENERAL 
IMPRESSION ABOUT THE NATURE OE THE EQUITY AND MORALITY OF 
U. S. FOREIGN POLICY, THEY CAN COLOR BAHAMIAN THINKING 
ABOUT THE U. S. GENERALLY, BUT ANY EINAL BAHAMIAN JUDGMENT 
WOULD REELECT THE CONTENT OE OUR SPECIFIC BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

3. OFEHAND I CAN THINK OF ONLY TWO CURRENT ISSUES WHICH 
MAY HAVE APPLICABILITY TO THIRD COUNTRIES IN THE AREA 
WHICH WOULD RESONATE IN THE BAHAMAS. THE EIRST IS HOW WE 
HANDLE EISHING RIGHTS ELSEWHERE SINCE, AS YOU KNOW, THIS 
IS NOW A HOT ISSUE HERE. THE SECOND IS HOW WE HANDLE 
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CURRENTLY UNDER CONSIDERATION WITH REGARD TO ANGUILLA AND 
THE POSSIBLE USE OF DOG ISLAND. THE BAHAMIANS ARE NOT 
LIKELY TO EAIL TO NOTE WHATEVER QUID WE OEFER OR WHATEVER 
OTHER ARRANGEMENTS WE MAKE EOR THE USE OE OTHER BASE 
EACILITIES (AND THIS INCIDENTALLY APPLIES NOT lUST TO 
THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE, BUT TO THE SERIES OE SUCH 
NEGOTIATIONS ELSEWHERE AROUND THE WORLD). 

4. FINALLY, THE BAHAMAS ALREADY HAS TAKEN STEPS TO 

RESTORE ITS OEEICIAL RELATIONSHIP WITH CUBA, ANTICIPATING 

THE U. S. WOULD BE DOING SO IN THE NEAR FUTURE. IT 

EXPECTS THE OAS SANCTIONS TO BE DISMANTLED AND RECIPROCAL 

MOVES BETWEEN U. S. AND CUBA. UNLESS CUBA AND OTHER 

"THIRD COUNTRY ISSUES" IN THE HEMISPHERE IMPINGE MORE OR LESS 

DIRECTLY ON THE BAHAMAS' ABILITY TO MAINTAIN ITS ECONOMIC 

VIABILITY, MOST PARTICULARLY THROUGH TOURISM, THE IMPACT HERE 

WHEN WHAT WAS ANTICIPATED BECOMES REALITY IS LIKELY TO BE SMALL.
